For in-person voting
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Automated Voter Registration MNCSL
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Election Day Registration MNCSL
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Early In-Person Voting MNCSL
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o NJ, RI, SC, WY: Allowed
absentee/mail processing to
begin sooner

o IN, SC: Added additional ID
requirements

o NJ: Created permanent
absentee list

Finetuning Absentee /Mail

o RI, WV: Authorized electronic Votlng (2022 Enactments)
ballots for some voters
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o 45 states have some kind of
ballot tracking system

o AZ, MI, NY: Authorized ballot
tracking systems in 2022

Ballot Tracking
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o CO: Prohibited open carry
within 100 feet

o MI: Required drop boxes
o MO: Prohibited drop boxes

o UT: 24-hour surveillance

o WA: Prohibited
electioneering within 25
feet

Ballot Drop Boxes
Enactments in 2022
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o 24 states allow voters to
cure their ballots

o LA: Created ballot cure
process in 2022

Ballot Cure Processes




Felon Voting—2022
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CA: In exit process, voter registration
information is offered

MA: Requires prison staff to assist in
voter registration requesting
absentee/mail ballot for those are
not yet convicted felons but are
incarcerated
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In 2021: AZ, AR, FL, GA, ID, IN,

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o Goal: To check paper ballots or
records against the results
produced by the voting system

o Two main types:
o Traditional: Set number of
ballots audited
o Risk-limiting: Number of
Post-Election Audit Types ballots audited is statistically
- based, dependent on
closeness of race
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November 18, 2022,12 P.M. MST

Random Seed Dice Roll — Friday,
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o Audit efficiently—may need
fewer ballots to review

o Verifies that equipment
counted correctly /»

o |If done before certification,
can correct errors in vote
tabulation
